Two utility companies were 
subjected to some rather se- 
vere criticism by the Board of 
Selectmen at their regular 
peeting at the Town Hall on 

Monday night. The utilities 
concemed were the Bost a@ and 
Maine and the Boston Edism 
Company. The bones of content 
ima were the Shawsheen Avenue 
Bridge and the methods used by 
the Boston Edison in attempt- 
ing to acquire rights to con- 
struct high tensim wires 
through part of Wilmington. 

A letter, written by the leg- 
al advisor of the B& ™ @ Nov 
26th, attempted to blame the 
Town of Wilmington for the 
damage to Shawsheen Ave bridge 
by allowing ‘excessive over- 
loading of trucks passing over 
the bridge’. No mention was 
made in the letter of previous 
attempts on the part of the Se 
lectmen to get the B & M to 
repair the bridge, which has 
been in dangerous condftion 
for some time. The letter also 
disclaimed responsibility for 
repair of the bridge.’ --The 
bridge is being closed until 
the question of repairing be 
ironed out with Tom Officials 
in collaboration with offic- 
ials of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works.’ 

Fire Hazard 

The disclaiming of *respons- 
ibility for repair and the 
closing of the bridge caused 
indignation among the Select- 
men. The creation-of a bad 
fire hazard by the closing of 
the bridge was emphasized re- 
peatedly Ee meeting.

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ELECTRIC PUWER LINES 


Out of the welter of confusion came a few 
facts at the Selectmen's meeting, Monday night. 
For some weeks rumors ‘have been passing around 
about a new utility power line, to be strung 
across South Wilmington. The story emerged in 
part, Monday evening. 

Our Selectmen are to be congratulated for 
their forthright insistance that the Town of 
Wilmingt m is to be considered. 

It would appear that the genie behind the 
confusion of the past few weeks is the Edison 
Electric Company.: That company is desirous of 
further extending its service by erecting ad- 
ditional power lines, so as to give a greater 
electrical power capacity to the city of Woburn 
and parts of Stoneham and Winchester, with the 
possibility that the Reading Municipal Light 
Company might also be served. 

That further service is to be given to these 
municipalities is a good thing. What cmcerned 
Wilmington's selectmen, and others as well, was 
that absolutely no information, and just rumors 
was all that could be had. Wilmington's Select 
men had a right. to be indignant. 

The service, it is to be nuted, is not being 
planned for the Reading Municipal Light, as ap- 
pe®red in this column last week. In fact the 
Reading Municipal Light Company is (or was) 
just as much in the dark about the plans as 
were our Selectmen. They have told a member of 
the staff of this paper that they too would 
not object to learning just exactly what is 
being planned. 

Now that we know that the Reading Light is 
also in the dark, it would seem that we gave 
that company an undeserved kick in the shins,or 
something of the sort, last week. 
It's just_our suspicious nature.

Office handled over 100, 000 
letters during the Christmas 
season, while the North Wil- 
mingta had over 55,000. They 
are b cth expecting a 20% in- 
crease this year. 

You can help the Postoffice 
Department, without too much 
trouble, if you separate your 
local mail and your out-of 
town mail. The Post Office 
Department has a lot of separ- 
ation papers, which any emplo- 
yee will give you, which will 
help in this. 

People who get their mail by 
Rural Delivery don’t often re- 
alize the many benefits they 
have. The Rural Carrier is 
sort of a traveling postoffice 
He carries a supply of stamps 
with him, and patrons can just 
leave money and a note in the 
box, and the Carrier will 
leave the stamps desired. 
The peop le who live on Wo- 
burn and Eames Street, which 
used to be served by the Wil- 
mington Rural Carrier, now rea 
lize what they lost when that 
section was converted to, City 
Delivery. No longer do they 
get the personal service which
